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1 . ROBERT HORMATS, U.S. REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UNGA 
COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE WHICH WILL MONITOR THE NORTH/SOUTH 
DIALOGUE, MADE THE FOLLOWING REMARKS AT THE OPENING SESSION 
OF THE COMMITTEE. 

2. "MR. CHAIRMAN, I SHOULD LIKE TO BEGIN BY CONGRATUALTING 
YOU ON YOUR ELECTION. WE ARE FORTUNATE INDEED TO HAVE AS 
CHAIRMAN AN INDIVIDUAL SO QUALIFIED AND HIGHLY RESPECTED. 

I ALSO CONGRATULATE THOSE ELECTED AS VICE CHAIRMEN. WE WILL 
COOPERATE FULLY WITH YOU IN OUR COMMON EFFORT TO ENSURE THE 
CONSTRUCTIVE WORK OF THIS COMMITTEE. 

3. "IN ADDITION, CONGRESSMAN WHALEN HAS ASKED ME TO CONVEY 
HIS CONGRATULATIONS TO YOU, MR. CHAIRMAN, AND WILL CALL YOU 
PERSONALLY TO CONVEY THESE. BECAUSE OF HIS STRONG INTEREST 
IN THE WORK OF THIS GROUP. THE CONGRESSMAN HAS AGREED TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE WORK OF THIS COMMITTEE AS A MEMBER OF 
THE UNITED STATES DELEGATION. 

4. "THE U.S. IS GENUINELY AND FIRMLY COMMITTEE TO THE 
SUCCESS OF THE EFFORT ON WHICH WE ARE TODAY EMBARDED - 
TO ENSURE THAT THE OVERVIEW COMMITTEE WILL PLAY A MAJOR 
ROLE IN DEVELOPING THE IDEAS AND THE UNDERSTANDINGS WHICH 
WILL HELP RESOLVE PROBLEMS WE FACE IN COMMON AND SHAPE A 
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POSITIVE COURSE FOR INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION FOR 
YEARS TO COME. 

5. "THIS COMMITTEE CAN PROVIDE IMPORTANT IMPETUS TO OUR 
COMMON EFFORT TO CHANGE THE FRAMEWORK OF INTERNATIONAL CON- 
SIDERATION OF ECONOMIC ISSUES FROM ONE IN WHICH GROUPS OF 
NATIONS SEE THEIR INTERESTS AS BEING IN CONFLICT WITH ONE 
ANOTHER. TO ONE IN WHICH THEY CAN IDENTIFY COMMON INTERESTS 
AND OBJECTIVES AND WORK TOGETHER TO ACHIEVE THEM. WE MUST, 

AS JEAN MONNET SAID, "PUT OUR PROBLEMS ON ONE SIDE OF THE 
TABLE AND ALL OF US ON THE OTHER." 

6. "THE ADVERSARIES WE FACE ARE NOT SEATED AMONG US IN THIS 
ROOM. THEY ARE POVERTY, HUNGER, UNEMPLOYMENT, AND INFLATION. 
THEY ARE THE PROBLEMS OF THE UNEMPLOYED WORKER, THE POOR FAR- 
MER, THOSE WHO SUFFER FROM RAPID PRICE INCREASES AND SLOW 
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ECONOMIC GROWTH, AND THOSE HUMAN BEINGS WHO CANNOT ATTAIN A 
MINUMUM STANDARD OF WELL-BEING AND DIGNITY. IT IS OVER THESE 
PROBLEMS, RATHER THAN OVER ONE ANOTHER, THAT WE MUST PREVAIL.

7. "HOW CAN WE APPROACH THIS TASK, AND ON WHAT STANDARDS 
CAN WE MEASURE OUR SUCCESS? THERE ARE, I BELIEVE, TWO TESTS 
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OF THE SUCCESS OF THE COMMITTEE S WORK. FIRST. CAN WE ARRIVE AT 
A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF ONE ANOTHER'S PROBLEMS ANDPOSSIBILITI- 
TIES AND THE INTERESTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES WE SHARE? SECOND. 
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CAN WE BUILD A GENUINE CONSENSUS IS REACHED ON THE BASIS OF CON- 
VICTION AND TO THE EXTENT THAT THE INTERESTS AND VIEWS OF COUNTRIES 
ARE FAIRLY TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN THIS PROCESS, OUR EFFORTS 
WILL BUILD THE NECESSARY POLITICAL WILL AMONG OUR PEOPLES. 

THIS WILL ENCOURAGE THEIR SUPPORT FOR POLICY DECISIONS BY OUR 
GOVERNMENTS WHICH WILL LEAD TO CONSTRUCTIVE RESULTS IN NEGOTIA- 
TIONS IN OTHER FORA. 

8. "FOR ITS PART, THE UNITED STATES WELCOMES THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO ADDRESS SERIOUSLY THE MAJOR ISSUES OUR NATIONS FACE, BUILD- 
ING ON THE IDEAS AND APPROACHES WHICH HAVE PROVED THEIR EFFEC- 
TIVENESS WHILE EAGERLY SEARCHING FOR NEW APPROACHES AND NEW 
SOLUTIONS WHICH CAN ENHANCE OUR COMMON PROSPECTS AND ACHIEVE 
OUR SHARED OBJECTIVE OF IMPROVING THE WELL-BEING OF THE DEVEL- 
OPING NATIONS. 

9. "WE BELIEVE THIS COMMITTEE’S MANDATE PROVIDES A CONSTRUC- 
TIVE FRAMEWORK FOR PROGRESS. IT WILL ENABLE US TO ENGAGE IN 
HIGH-LEVEL EXPLORATION OF VIEWS ON MAJOR ECONOMIC ISSUES 
AND PARTICUARLY THOSE AFFECTING THE DEVELOPING NATIONS, TO 
REVIEW AGREEMENTS REACHED, THEIR IMPLEMENTATION AND THE 
STATUS OF ONGOING NEGOTIATIONS AND THE DISCUSSIONS, AND TO CON- 
SIDER PRIORITIES AND DIRECTORS FOR THE FUTURE. 

10. "THIS MANDATE GIVES THE COMMITTEE AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
ADDRESS THE WORLD ECONOMY AS AN INTEGRATED WHOLE. AT NO TIME 
IS HISTORY HAS DOING SO BEEN MORE IMPORTANT. WE ARE LIVING 

IN A PERIOD OF MAJOR ECONOMIC ADJUSTMENT. AS WE EMERGE FROM 
THE WORST RECESSION IN FORTY YEARS, FIGHT TO HOLD DOWN INFLA- 
TION, AND ATTEMPT TO IMPROVE THE LIVES OF ALL PEOPLES ON THIS 
PLANET, ESPECIALLY THE POOREST, WE MUST FORGE AN EONOMIC OR- 
DER WHICH SSERVES OUR COMMON INTEREST IN GROWTH, EQUITY, EFFI- 
CIENCY, AND ADOPTABILITY. THE CONFERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL

EFFORT HAS PROGRESSED AND APPROACHES WE MIGHT PURSUE IN THE 
FUTURE. BY LOOKING AT ISSUES TOGETHER. RATHER THAN IN THE 
NARROW FOCUS OF INDIVIDUAL NEGOTIATIONS, INTER-RELATIONSHIPS 
AMONG THE WORK OF VARIOUS BODIES CAN BE EXAMINED. APPROACHES 
CAN BE DEVISED WHCH WILL TAKE SUCH INTER-RELATIONSHIPS 
INTO ACCOUNT. AND PROPOSED SOLUTIONS CAN BE JUDGED IN 
TERMS OF THEIR CONTRIBUTION TO ECONOMIC GROWTH, REDUCED 
UNEMPLOYMENT AND INFLACTION AND GREATER EQUITY. WITH THE 
BENEFIT OF THIS PERSPECTIVE WE CAN MADE A MAJOR CONTRIBUTION 
TO SHAPING PRIORITIES AMONG THE VARIOUS ISSUES WHICH WE 
ARE DISCUSSING ELSEWHERE.

12. "AS WE HAVE AGREED, SUCH GOALS WILL NOT BE SERVED IF 
THIS COMMITTEE INTERVENES IN NEGOTIATIONS IN SPECIALIZED 
BODIES OR ASSUMES A NEGIATING FUNCTION. WHILE WE WILL 
CLEARLY WISH TO EXAMINE ISSUES ALSO BEING DISCUSSED IN SUCH 
BODIES, OUR IMPACT ON THE NEGOTIATIONS THEMSELVES WILL BE
